the bungalo yesterday. These were: 
Capt. Paul Smith, N. G. H., Lieut 
•Kern, U. S. V. E., Second Regiment, 
the principals and Col. Jones ant 
Lieut. Boyen, N G. H, and an Adver- 
tiser representative. 


Capt Smith and Lieut Kern saluted 


-and proceeded W business. Each had 
bis^specific orders and. the matter was 
expedltfously accomplished, The cere- 
mony, or the transaction, was simply 
an exchange of receipts. Capt Smith 
is the senior line officer of the N. G. H 
Lieut Kern is a veteran of the Franco- 
Prussian war, where he reached a com- 
mission. Both gentlemen are of Ger- 
man nationality. 


Just a month ago CoL Jones appoint- 


ed a Board of Survey, to take a com- 
plete Inventory of the property of the 
National Guard of Hawaii. The officers 
designated for the arduous task were: 
Maj. McCarthy, Maj. Ziegler and Capt 
Schaefer. They have worked hard on 
the assignment and have been highly 
commended for what they have done. 
Their report to the headquarters is a 
long one with much detail and with ad- 
vice regarding some of the equipment 
that is badly worn. On the whole, 
they learned that both officers and 
men had been careful with Govern- 
ment property. A considerable amount 
of the equipment has been in use since 
1893. The Springfield rifles are old vet- 
erans, yet only a few of them are in 
bad condition.

SUGAR WAR AGAIN 


Brandehstein Bucking the 


Trust Once More. 


Drop In the Price Already—Hong 


Kong Refineries Supply the 


Material-The Flsrht. 


There is trouble ahead for the sugar 


trust, and the prospect of a war in San 
Francisco, which will temporarily de- 
crease the price of refined sugar for the 
wholesalers and consumers on the Pa- 
cific coast The same firm that was be- 
hind the deal before is engineering the 
new one. Some time ago M. J. Bran- 
denstein & Co. entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Arbuckles of New York 
and endeavored to cut rates on sugar 
in San Frajielsco^ A,few_carJqadA,w«sre, 
Imported and~a flght was precipitated. 
All went well until the sugar trust 
made a combination with the Southern 
Pacific, which promptly raised the rate 
•of freight to such a prohibitive figure 
that Brandenstein was forced to dis- 
continue the importation by way of 
New York. He was also unable to 
make profitable arrangements to bring 
the sugar by water by way of Panama 
or the Horn. At that time the Bran- 
densteins intimated that they were not 
through with their sugar deal, and a 
few weeks ago they began to make 
their word good. The importation was 
made so quietly by way of San Diego 
that few people knew what was being 
done. The sugar Brandenstein is now 
importing is cane sugar from Java and 
Manila, refined in English and Scotch 
Factories at Hongkong. It is carried 
3y the steamers of the California and 
Oriental Steamship Company, which is 
?art of the Santa Fe system. Hereto- 
fore these sugars have been landed in 
San Diego and reshipped to this city, 
jut in future the sugar will be landed 
in San Francisco at a saving of time 
and expense, and the steamers will 
proceed from here to San Diego with 
.he rest of their cargoes. 


The real battle began when the sugar 


was placed on the San Francisco mar- 
set The Hongkong sugar was offered 
}y the Brandensteins at a quarter of a 
cent below the market price, and the 
trust met the cut by dropping five- 
eighths of a cent below the ong'nal 
price The Brandensteins went a quar- 
ter of a cent lower and the trust 
dropped three-sixteenths of a cent, 
making thlrteen-sixteenths In all The 
ast cut came yesterday, and now the 
war is fairly on, and no one knows 
where it will end. The Brandensteins 
are In the flght to stay, as no prohib- 
tlve railroad rate can be made now to 
shut Atlantic sugars out of San Fran- 
cisco The new importers are quite 
*ure of tbfilr contract with the Santa 
^e Company and are ready to pour any 
number of shiploads of sugar Into San 
'Yanclsco 
They are independent of 


he Arbuckles and everybody else, bav- 
ng kept their plans to themselves un- 
il all the details were settled beyond 
he power of the trust to interfere 
The Brandeosteln Company 
Is rich 


nough to fight the trust with IU own 
weapons. Meanwhile the benefits po to 
he wholesaler, tbe retailer and the 
Consumer, and the profits of the tm«t 
re correspondingly diminished. Tbe 
ntti-wiling feature of tbe situation 
rom tbe consumer's standpoint lies in 
he statement generally accepted by 
he trade that the Branden*te!ns can

At the meeting called yesterday by 


the Executive for a conference with the 
planting Interest on the subject of lab- 
or immigration, President Dole stated 
that the Government policy regarding 
it was & serious matter. He thought 
that ao advantage should be taken of 
the situation, which permitted us to 
continue to Import Asiatic labor, be- 
cause the immigration laws of tho 
country had not been extended to this 
territory. 
The legal situation 
was 


somewhat indefinite. There were no 
instructions from Washington on the 
subject As President, he was the 
agent of President McKinley, and he 
desired to be in touch with his policy 
if he had one on the subject Nothing 
should be done that was inconsistent 
with it The delay in passing laws for 
the government of Hawaii had result- 
ed in discussion in the States regard- 
ing the status of Hawaii, and an effort 
would be made, it was said, to mate 
Hawaii a colony, and class it with 
other new acquisitions. It might "fe- 
a serious matter. If the Government 
refused permits, the planters would 
have to get laborers in their own way. 
There might be some danger to the 
community in allowing too many Jap- 
anese to enter the Islands. They 
might endanger property and life. It 
was important that the Government in 
Washington" sfibuld have full con- 
fidence in the territorial government. 
The introduction of white laborers 
would have a good effect in the States: 


Mr. W. R. Castle said he had sewn 


public men in the States and they ad- 
vised that we should go on as we are, 
get our labor, and wait for the Wash*

The local fire brigade turned out with 
commendable promptitude, but with 
more zeal than discretion proceeded to 
pour three tiny streams of water from 
as many Hnes of hose upon tihe red- 
hot brick walls of the first building 
fired, which was already doomed, In- 
stead of attempting to prevent those 
opposite and adjacent from Igniting. 
The consequence was that by the time 
General Hughes and his men arrived 
on the scene and commenced to clear 
fche streets the fire was spreading on 
both sides of the Calle Lacoste and a 
stiff breeze was fannfag It forward. 


During the excitement the iose was 


cut five times and other impediments 
placed In the way of tie firemen. Up- 
on learning of this General Hoghes 
Issued orders to his men to shoot tie 
first man who Interfered wlli the 
checking of the flames or attempted 
to start others. ^veraJ natives who 
picked up birrnlng"brands and darted 
off with them were either Shot or bay- 
oneted by tie guards, ana then a gen- 
eral rourd-np of all tie natives on 
the streets in the viciniij was ordered. 
As thousands were vacating their 
houses and carrying oft their effects 


weary workers and watchers were re- 
pairing to their quarters, congratula- 
ting themselves that the fire, bad 
Chough it was, had "been no worse, 
another blaze was reflected from the 
smoke beclouded sky in the direction 
of Tondo. This beiag the most dense- 
ly populated native district in the city, 
which had always been Identified with 
the rebel cause, preparations were at 
once made for trouble, and It was not 
long in coming. 


No sooner had the fire brigade coup- 


led its hose and commenced to play up- 
on the flames, Which had a^ain started 


a block of buildings occupied by 


Chinese, than shots were fired at the 
men "from the windows of the adja- 
cent houses. Companies E and M, of 
the Second Oregon Volunteers, -md M 
and C of the Thirteenth Minnesota 
Volunteers, under Major Willis, were 
hastily reinforced by Major Goodale's 
battalion of the Twenty-third Infan- 
try, and an attempt was .made to clean 
out the neighborhood. Suddenly, how- 
ever, shots were fired from half a doz- 
en streets at once, and when this fusil- 
lade was followed by volleys from 
Mausers in the vicinity of he railway 
station, it was realized fliat the enemy 
had sneaked around to the left flank 
of the outposts at Calooocan, by way

There are six thousand men, women 


and children of the Anglo-Saxon race 
confronting one hundred thousand of 
the people of other races here.* The 
principle of self-government is recog- 
nized, ithough with 'some limitations. 
There is and onust be racial rivalry, 
not noisy or ibloody, 'but silent and 
searching. 


The way of meeting honestly and 


arfeely these racial questions is 'the 
Bojpreme need of the hour. Perhaps 
tiro do know how to meet them, but are 
•imply shirking them because they are 
ugly and unpleasant. If we are, then 
TTB have need of prompting and urging 
and the University Extension should 
appear and snap over our backs what 


calls the "whip cords of ve-

As he read no books and did not enjoy 
the talk of business men, he spent ihis 
evenings at the Club, and played "pok- 
er" just as any poor man played It, 
and this millions could not buy a game 
that only the rich could enjoy.

generation. His son, William K., in- 
herited millions, and married a hand- 
some woman with a fiery temper, 
which dress and flowers and jewels 
could not control. In stately mansions, 
on richly appointed steam yachts, "in- 
compatibility" forbade pleasure, and he 
paid several millions for divorce and 
peace of mind. 


One of his rich friends said: "We 


rich fellows cannot buy the things we 
wish for the most. Coin has no value 
outside of the physical world. In the 
spiritual world, which is our best life, 
it counts for little, and we, the rich 
men, 
know it better than the poor men 


do." 


Cicero said many centuries ago that 


"He is rich who wants no more than 
he has." But since his day neither 
Church nor Bible nor philosopher has 
made it a common belief or taught us 
to be contented. And in this day there 
is as wild a scramble for riches as 
when the Roman patricians, heathen 
as they were, brought the treasures of 
the world to Rome, and received the 
homage of the multitude, just as the 
Vanderbilts receive it now. 


But we are practical people, and say 


with old "Hutch," the great Chicago 
grain speculator, "Let us honestly, de- 
voutly, believe in the evil of riches, but 
while we are doing so, let us corner the 
wheat market for a rise."

Living here for the purpose of gain, 
they naturally looked for what they be- 
lieved to be the cheapest labor for the 
plantations. No doubt European and 
American labor would have been the 
cheapest :in the end, if all things had 
been considered, but they accepted the 
view that the most profitable labor was 
that which received the very lowest 
wages, and they were not strong finan- 
cially. 


When the native labor became in- 


sufficient, the Chinese were employed. 
When there was difficulty in getting 
Chinese labor, then Portuguese labor 
was introduced. When the door was 
opened to the unlimited immigration 
of the Japanese then- -Portuguese immi- 
gration was suspended. Attempts were 
made to .introduce the Indian coolies, 
but they failed for political reasons. 


In all of these movements regarding 


labor there was>no strong agricultural 
class, as there is in other lands, the 
backbone of a nation, that controlled 
the Government and the policy of the 
country, and protected itself. Had the 
native population been Anglo-Saxon 
or European it would have closed the 
door to aliens, just as It -has done in 
Queensland. 


In introducing the-Portuguese labor- 


ers there was no attempt made to place 
them on farms, or make them -owners 
of the soil. It was for the interests of 
the plantations that they should re- 
main as tenants, so as to serve the 
sugar interest Their citizenship was 
a minor affair in the mind of the Gov- 
ernment. .The Government Itself, the 
Monarchy, largely influenced by the 
ideas of the native rulers, naturally did 
not encourage bhe settlement of any 
people here that would encroach on 
the natives.'

Attempt to Organiza Opposition 


—Large Refineries Satisfied- 


Belief of Wall Street. 


NEW YORK, April 3.—The Evening 


J3un says: "Sugar will sell at 200 or 
over." Such has been the confident as- 
sertion in Wall street for a week or 
more; and on that assertion and on 
the contribution to its efficiency of the 
gamblingxelement, or that part of the 
gambling element which is engaged in 
putting 'sugar' up, the price ihas ad' 
vanced. Doacher and Arbuckle have 
settled with the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company. Each is to have 10 per 
cent of the business of refining sugar 
and the remaining 80 percent is to be 
apportioned among the other refiners 
that is to say, the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, the Mollenhauer, Na 
tional, and others." 


On these statements the price of 


"sugar" has been advanced and for al! 
that we know will continue to be ad- 
vanced. If any one is curious enough 
to ask for details there is no hesitation 
about furnishing them. The "deal" was 
arranged by John E. Searles, the late 
treasurer of the Sugar Trust. He 
called a meeting at his house, anc 
there were present the Doschers, the 
Arbuekles, the Mollenhouers, half 
a 


dozen of Standard Oilers, led by H. H 
Rogers, and every other "sugar" ele- 
ment outside of the American Sugar Re- 
fining company. The proposition before 
the gathering was to unite all the ele- 
ments and present a homogeneous 
front to the trust. It was enthusiast, 
ically adopted, and the result was tha 
Mr. Havemeyer was dismayed and, liki 
Zaccheus, "came down." 


•Now there is some truth in the fore 


going. Such a meeting was held a 
Mr. Searles' house, only Mr. Roger: 
was not there. The other elements 
however, were oo 'hand. Mr. Searle 
was the promoter of the project and he 
after his company had left, was pain 
fully Impressed with the lack of en 
thusias-m with which his ideas were re 
ceived. The Mollenhauer and Nationa 
people said that the^ had always been 
decently treated by Mr. 'Btevemeyer 
and if they weren't making any money 
at present it was certainly not hi 
fault.

Rev. Alexander Mackintosh, pastor 


of the congregation, announced that 
that litigation was at an end and thai 
the Second Congregation was now ex- 
actly in the same position as existed 
prior to the commencement of the sni 
against Bishop Willis. It was thqugh 
in view of the position now taken by 
che Bishop regarding annexation to th 
Episcopal Church of the United States 
chat the status of the Second Congre- 
gation would remain the same for 
some time—at least until the American 
church assumed control of' spiritual at 
fairs here. As far as the Archbishop 
of Canterbury is concerned, he is too 
busy with the critical state 
of the 


Church in England to pay much at- 
tention to the missionary see of Ha- 
waii and that he would at the earliest 
opportunity turn the same over to the 
churoh of the United States is most cer- 
tain. But" the American Bishops move 
slowly like all great bodies, and it 
might be some years until they would 
actively control church affairs here. " 


"In the meantime," said Mr. Mack- 


intosh, "we must continue an earnest 
and energetic crusade not 
only 
as 


churchmen, but as Christians, 
boul 


saving—the welfare of the young of 
onr parish—all the great ideals of a 
holy life, must exist within us.

WITHOUT A WIRE• 


Successful 
Experiments 


With New Telegraphy. 


Measag« 8«nt Across th« English 


Channel — Signals Perfectly 


Recorded—The Me* hod. 


LONDON, 
March 
28.—Ougliolmo 


Marconi, the inventor, who recently, 
after long delay, obtained permission 
from the French Government to estabi 
lien a station on the French coast for 
the purpose of experimenting with, 
wireless telegraphy between England 
and France, announced that he has 
conducted successfully experiments be- 
tween the South, Foreland, county of 
Kent, and Boulogne. 
j 


The Times this morning prints a 


hundred-word dispatch, the flrajt press 
message by the Marconi system 
ojf 


, wireless telegraphy, describing the ex- 


periments between the South Foreland 
and Boulogne. The experiments were 
conducted with the Morse code, which 
was read as distinctly as if the termini 
had been connected with wires. 


The South Foreland is the most east- 


erly land in England, consisting of a 
chalky cliff about 200 feet in height, 
projecting into the North sea and hav- 
ing two lighthouses, with an elevation 
of 372 feet. Marconi's system of wire- 
less telegraphy has been in practical 
operation off the English coast for sev- 
eral months between the South Fore- 
land lighthouse and the East Goodwin 
lightship, a distance of twelve miles. 


The distance from South Foreland 


lighthouse to Boulogne-Sur-Mer is thir- 
ty-two miles, the greatest previous dis- 
tance covered having been eighteen 
miles, between Poole and 
Bourne- 


mouth, in England. An experience of 
fourteen months had shown that no 
kind of weather would stop the* work- 
ing of the apparatus. The vertical con- 
ductor Marconi used is the main feat- 
ure of his system, and foe has found 
that the distance to which signals may 
be sent varies according to the square 
of the length of this conductor. For 
signaling eighteen miles he used a con- 
ductor eighty feet high, and in his ap- 
plication to M. Lockroy, he contended 
that with a conductor 114 feet ihigh he 
could establish communication between 
points on opposite sides of the Strait 
of Dover and even go that distance ten 
miles better. 
< 


His experiments nave already proved 


that when such a vertical wire-or con- 
ductor is employed, no hindrance to 
signaling is caused by hills or other 
obstacles or by the curvature of the 
earth. 


Communication between lightships 
' - and shore is a matter of great impor- 


tance and the wireless system between 
SflntH Foreland lighthouse and East 
Goodwin lightship 
worked through 


the fierce storms of the latter part of 
February without interruption, the 
messages being flashed continually 
from ship to shore and vice versa. 


Signer Marconi is much the most 


successful experimenter 
among the 


many wio have worked along 
the 


same lines. He is now in his twenty- 
sixth year. He is an Italian and it was 
in Italy that lie began his special work. 
The Italian Government paid him a 
large sum of money for <his invention, 
' to be used on warships. From Italy he 


went to England and bis success there 
has already interested Emperor Will- 
lam, who has Instructed German ex- 
perts to experiment with the wireless 
system for the benefit of the German 
army and navy. He recently, In the 
course of a lecture on the system, il- 
lustrated its principle by likening it to 
that upon which; a tuning fork will re- 
epond to vibrations caused by striking 
another tuning fork near It. 


Coal for 


Five thousand tons of coal are being 


loaded at Newport News lor the Navy 
Department and will go through the 
Suez Canal direct to Admiral Dewey. 
All the coal osed by the fleet under bis 
command, as well as that sent to Hono- 
lulu, is shipped chiefly from the Atlan- 
tic seaboard principally from Balti- 
more or Newport News 
Since the 


close of the war 40,000 tons have been 
sent to Manila on steamers and sail- 
ing vessels, the former proceeding 
through the Suez Canal and the latter 
around the Cape of Good Hope 
The 


trip through the canal takes nearly 
two months, while that around the 
Cape covers nearlv five months. All 
coal sent to Honomlu goes in sailing 
ships around the Horn. It has been 
suggested that coal might be taken 
from the Pacific coast, but tests made 
two years ago by the Bureau of Equip- 
ment of coal mined on tihe Slope shows 
that the variety is far inferior to that 
coming from the East. Some little coal 
•w&s purchased in Australia and sent to 
Manila for the fleet, but little compared 
to the vast quantities sent from this 
country.—Ex

and a member of the Philippine Com- 
mission, thinks that the proposed plan 
of governmentfor the "territory of Ha-

majority of Hawailans, Japanese, Chin- 
ese and Portuguese; and only 4000 Am- 
ericans—may forecast to some extent 
the action of. Congress touching the 
Philippines. Mr. Denby treats Of the 
limited-suffrage plan of Hawaii in con- 
siderable detail in The Forum (March) 
insisting that the case of Hawaii dis- 
proves the allegation that "simply be- 
cause a republic has not existed in a 
country up to a given time, tne people 
thereof are incapable of establishing 
one and of governing themselves." Of 
the Filipinos, he says: "They are In- 
telligent, and kindly and are imbued 
with republican principles. To say 
that we want to enclave these7 people 
is & slander. To saj" that we Shall not 
improve their condition is to contra- 
dict history.'' Mr. Denby's article con-

the poor Filipinos to vote,

the time comes that tic Islanders are 
qualified to exercise the right of suf- 
frage they win get it. In all human 
probability they will secure it .sooner 
than some of the negro population in 
some of the Southern States. Gentle- 
man of the South, gentlemen of Dixie 
—some ol us imperialists do not blame 
you at all for taking all possible legal 
measures, to protect your- cherished 
rights. Will you not forgive us, if we 
pursue the same policy with regard to 
a new and untried race?" This article, 
written before Mr. Denby was appoint- 
ed a member of the Philippine Com- 
mission, would have been 
entirely
